DEirrDRATED_CRANBERRIES_ 

Amendment  15  to  Supplementary  Regulation  14C  to  the  General  Maximum  Price 
Regulation,  effective  November  19,  1945,  establishes  processor's  maximum 
prices  for  dehydrated  cranberries  of  the  1945  and  later  crops  based  on  an 
intended  reflected  return  to  growers  of  $16.02  per  barrel.     The  ceiling  on 
canned  cranberries  was  made  effective  approximately  a  month  later  than  on  the 
fresh  fruit  and  the  ceiling  on  dehydrated  approximately  two  months  later  than 
on  the  fresh. 

The  maximum  price  for  a  1-lb.  can  of  powdered  cranberries  is  $2.43  per  can 
compared  to  $3.16  last  year  and  for  1-lb. cartons  of  whole  and  sliced 
cranberries  is  $25.92  per  dozen  cartons  compared  with  $33.58  last  year.  The 
margin  allowed  for  processing  dehydrated  cranberries  is  approximately  the 
same  as  in  1944. 
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Shipments  o£  fresh  cranberries  this  season  through  November  17  have  "been 
1077  carloads  compared  with  a  total  for  the  1944  season  of  642  carloads. 
Fresh  market"  operators  complain  that  they  are  unable  to  supply  the' 
demand  for  fresh  cranberries  because  buyers  for  processing  plants  are  able 
to  pay  growers  higher  prices. 

WAR  F00D_0RI)ER_143_  ,     •  .  .     .  .  .  .:. 

From  the  effective  date  of  the  order  through  November  17,  purchases  of 
fresh  apples  set  aside  under  War  Food  Order  143  for  use  of  .the  armed 
forces  and  other  governmental  agencies  totalled  1180  carloads  from  the 
Wenatchee-Okanogan  and  Yakima-Hood  River  areas.     There  were  issued  up  to 
and  including  November  17,  5587  permits  releasing  shipments  of  apples -of 
the  Winesap,  Newtown,  and  Delidous  varieties  on  which  the  requisite 
percentage  had  been  set  aside.
